Detroit is undoiibtoJIy one of the 
best and inoHl widely known cili«H 
in llio world today. It, owos this 
faniH and its (rrowtli from 405,000 
poiuilation in 1910 to tlio nioro tlian 
H million that the 1920 cunstis will 
aHHurodly credit it witli, cliiofly to 
itN tremondoiiNly doiiiinalinK [)0Hi- 
tion in t,lio automobile industry. 
During tlie [cihI yoar over 1,500,000 
pMNHeiij;er cms, of over i|i!l,2.'i0,000, 

000 valnation, were made in In-r 
faetorieH, oi altout one fourlli of all 
the anlomoldleH in the woild today. 

It ihi a tar cry, Itolh in point of 
magnitude an(i time, from the 
jfreat and wonderfully dynamie 
city of IhepreHenI back to its tlrHt 
small be^innin^K. 

Detroit Ih no np.slart city, bnl one 
of the oldest in tlie interior of onr 
conntry. Its liinlory jtoes back 
219 yearf, duriiifj; wliicli long pcfriod 
it liaH been undi^r llie flag of lliiee 
countries — Franiu*, Greal IJillain, 
and the United Statew. Il was in 
July, 1701, that Antoine d(^ la 
Mothe, Sieur de Cadillac, landed on 
the shore < f tlio groat (letrnil, or 
Ntrait, and wtarted the llrst NOttle- 
ment, and for itH defenHo built a 
fort, whicli lie named after the 
Comte dc Pontchartrain, Mini.sttr 
of Marine in the cal)iiiet of Le 
Grand Monaiqne, Louis the 
Fourteenlii. In its early history it 
witnesseil many "Stirring and 
inemonible scenes In 17()0 it came 
under jiritish domination, together 
with all the rest of ihe Nortliwesl. 

Wlien PontiHC, the great Indian 
leader, organi/.eil his eonspirac-y, 
eml)ra(;ing all the tribes between 
Ihe Ottawa and tlie lower MisHisip- 
pi, Detroit was one of the main 
olijects of attack When in May, 
170%, nine foits and towns, from 
Pilisbnigh to Ma<ikina<% were at- 
tacked on the same day, l)(<lroit 
was the only one that escaped, 
though I'ontiac led the alttcrk tltert* 
in person. An nnHUcci'ssful siege 
of six months followed. 'I'he con 
quests of (yolonel ItogeiH CI irk, in 
t.lie 1{.()volulion, as>*ured it to Ihe 
United Stales. 

It fell to Great Kritain again wllh 
all the Northwest in 18 12, Ihrouth 
Its cowar<lly surrender l»y Wonnral 
William Iliilis, but was won back 
l)y F'erry's trium|)h at Put inllay, 
F,ake Krie, and l)y tJeneral Williatn 
lli'nry Ilarrison's victoiy over Ihe 
iiritisli and Indians under Ibock 
and Tecuniseh on the 'Pltames lliver, 
Ontario. 

In 1800 Detroit had only a few 
Ihousatnl inhal)itanls It urew 
slowly until after the Civil War 
In 1870, a half century ago, it 
boasted >)Ul 80,000 p(>|)ulatiun. 
Hut situM^ then its growth lias lieen 
raiiid and conHislent, liut most tre- 
mendous in the past decade. It is 
dinicult to conceive that only 
tw.Mily yortfN ago Milwaukee and 
Buffalo were the rivals for position 
and (/inoinnati far outianked il. 

The parliculiti jiride and glory of 
Detroit is the noble riv<'i or sirait 
from which it lakes its name 
Detroit Ulver is twoniy miles long, 
a good half mile wide, and 20 to 00 
rpet deep. Il lia.s been called the 
"Dardanelles of the New World," 
though it might even more fitly be 
called the " l^ospoiiis," from Ihe 
mighty city on its shores. Through 

1 his St rail has been home as much an 
100.000,000 Ions of commeice an- 
nually, a full lialf or nioie of it l)e- 
Ing iron ore from the great Minne 
sola and Mi<diigan "ranges." 

At the head of Detroii lliver, a 
short rifle l»y ferry from the fool of 
Woodward Avenue, at a round trip 
faro of lif'een cents, lies Helle Isle, 
one of the most famous and beauti- 
ful parks in tlie world, Ac(Mms to 
it is also gained liy automoliiht or 
Btreetjcai east on JetTorson y\venue, 
and thence acioss the Aineiican 
pari of Hie river by l)ridge — all 
oominerce passing up and down the 
Canadiaii side of llio ialand. The 
present lielle Islo Miidge is a 
tempoiary structure, liiiilt to re- 
place one destroyed liy lire a few 
years ago. A niagnillcetit new 
bridge, to coot neverai iiiillionH of 
<lollars, will probably l)e uniler con- 
Hlriiction l)y the time of our con- 
vention. , 

fJelle Isle contains 707 acrea. 
The upper part is occupied by vir- 
gin f,.r..Mi, with (IcuHO undergrowth, 



with a small enclosed lake at each 
upper corner. The trees extend in 
j^roves down the western side of 
I ho island, nearly to the foot. From 
the center down the eastern side 
are an extensive zoological park, a 
horticultuinl liuilding, and an 
a((uarium, all with few superiors, 
and larje athletic fields for base- 
liali and football, with great picnic 
grounds. 

With the lower end of the island 
the hand of man has had most to 
do. Here are splendid lawns and 
meadows, canals for canoeing, 
drive s and walks galore, and a 
casino and other buildings for the 
convenience and pleasure of the 
public. 

Adown the western shore of the 
island, located at wide intervals, 
are the Detroit Yacht Club, a safe 
and ample bathing beach, and De- 
troit IJoat ("lub. There are a flve- 
and-a-liaif mile shore ilrive and a 
Central Avenue, and altogether 
fourteen and a half miles of drive- 
ways. It is planned to spend a 
long afternoon of oui oouveulion 
lime on lielle Isle. 

Ai the foot (if the River lie Sugar 
Island and Boisblanc Island, the 
latter in common parlance " Botilo." 
Sngai Island is a resort of the White 
Star Line, and of course is provid- 
ed with all the amusomont features 
calculated to hire the public. 
IJoblo is close to the Canadian shore 
and is Canadian ten itory. It is a 
.splendid picknicking place. 

We are planning to take our 
guests on a free early evening trip 
down the river and oat on Ihe broa<l 
txisoin of Lake Erie, with a luoou- 
liglit ride back, dancing on the 
boat, and endint; with Ihe vision of 
Detroit and the Canadian towns and 
the liver borne comm(>rce all aglow 
with liijlliant electric lights. 

On the trip down, special sights 
of interest will lie the Government 
Military Heservation of Fort Wayne 
and the immense plants of the 
Detroit Kdison Company, (which 
siipiilivs not only Detroit, but all 
lli(> southeastern section of the 
Slate, with electric light and 
power,) and of the Sulvay Process 
Company, at Wyuadotte, adjoining 
Detroit. liut the point of most 
inleresl will lie the greal Living- 
stone Channel, which cost Ihe 
United Stales Governinenl $10,000, 
000. 

For years the Government en- 
gineers had lioeu engaged in deep- 
ening the channel over the famous 
Lime Kiln crossing, but the increas- 
ing draft of the mammoth freighters 
more than kept pace with these 
operations. It was slow ttixler- 
water work. Many a deep-laden 
freighter would get hung upon the 
Lime Kiln and cause a costly jam 
of trafllc. 

At last ITnole Sam made up his 
mind to make a thorough jol> of it, 
and did so. The greatest cotTerdam 
ever constructed was built, enclos- 
ing a vast stretch of the liver. The 
water was pumped out and kept 
out, and a tretnenuous dry blasting 
and excavating job was done, giv 
ing what *a8 believed to be a sate 
and clear channel, with well over 
twenty feet depth at low water. 
The excavated material was left 
lining the sides of the cut indicat- 
ing the channel. 

It WHS commonly supposed that 
the jol) would be good for all time, 
or for a very long time to come at 
least. Hut it was found that the 
currents were treaoheious and that 
still more work was needed on the 
cut to make il safe ; and work is 
now going on. 

A favorite down river excursion 
trip is by the Ashley and Duslin 
line to Put-in-Hay Islands, the scene 
of (lommodoii- Perry's decisive 
naval victory. 

Hut Ihe most enjoyable excursion 
fiom Detroit is up Ihe river, across 
Lake St, Clair, and through the 
ship canal, past Ihe Flats, and up 
the nolile river, all of Ihe same 
name, to Port Huron. Towns along 
the St. Clair lliver are Algonac, 
Marine ('ily, St. Clair, and Marys- 
villo, all of interest to the traveler. 
St. Clair is noted for its salt blocks 
and for its speed boats. Who has 
not heard of llie Miss Detroit? It 
was tliere, too, that the sections of 
the groat Michigan Cenfral tunnel 
under the Detroit lliver were 
made. 

Marysville is just now springing 
into nation-wide prominence an the 
s(>Hne of the Wills Lee operations. 
'IMiese two men, foriuorly atuuug 



the most important cogs of the Ford 
organization, are there building a 
mammoth automoliile plant of their 
own, and Incidentally building up 
a large town from almost nothing, 
much according to the Gary plan. 

On Friday of convention week 
we will give our guests an all-day 
excursion and picnic up this wonder- 
ful scenic route to Tashmoo Park 
and return. It can not fail to prove 
one of tho most memorable and 
enjoyable events of their lives. 

The St. Clair Flats named above, 
is the very low delta land of the St. 
Clair River, through which is 
excavated « long ship canal, aliove 
which, built on piles and Qllcd in 
land, are miles of re-sort cottages, 
hotels, and the like, forming Ihe 
famed " American Venice." 

From Detroit, regular lines of 
great packet freight and pa8seng<»r 
boats run lo Cleveland and HufTalo, 
at rates, inclnding lierth, not 
exceeding fare by train. Our 
friends from the East can not do 
better than to plan their route liy 
rail to HutTalo or Cleveland and 
take ihe boat from eilhei of these 
towns. Through rail tickets are 
accepted by the boats. A cool, 
clean, pleasant iiiglit trip by water 
will certainly prove far more agree- 
able than a continuation of a long, 
hot, dusty ride by train. There 
will be several hours of the early 
evening and morning available for 
enjoyment on deck. 

A very pleasant little trip olTerod 
•)y Detroit is the cross-river ferry 
ride lo Windsor and the neighl)oring 
lioroughs of Walkeisville and Ford 
to the uoilh, and Sandwich and 
Ojibway to the south, all extending 
like a single city front along the 
Canadian side of the river. Who 
wants to have the seiisalion of 
touching foreign soil? Ford \a so 
named from containing the Cana- 
dian branch of the great Ford 
Motor Company. Ojibway, like 
Gary, is a new city springing up 
around a |/reat hubsidiaiy of the 
United States Steel Corporation — 
the Canadian Steel Corporation. 

One more interesting feature of 
Ihe Detroit River is the great twin 
tunnels of the Michigan Central 
Railway, now part of ttieNew York 
Central system. The making of 
this tunnel was a truly remarkable 
engineering feat. The part under- 
lying the liver was built in sections 
seveial hundred feet long at the city 
of St. Clair, as above mentioned. 
As each section was flnislied, tlie 
ends of tUe huge train cylinders 
were closed water light and Hie sec- 
tion was lowed down to Detroit and 
lowered into its place in the bed 
diodged for it from Ihe suifaoe, 
each section settliug into its exact 
plac to the inch. 

Othe railways use tho tunnel on 
lease of the Michigan Ceniral. 
Previous lo its liuilding, all trains 
were transported across Ihe river by 
feriy, a methoil sulijeot to frtqueni 
and serious delays in winter, when 
the ferry boats would be blocked 
by severe freezes for days at a time. 
Hut, when all is said, it wa8 indeed 
a mighty freeze that could really 
batlle the powerful ioe-ciushing 
ferries 

And while thus incidentally 
touching on winlei, a write-up 
of our waterway and Us features 
would lie incomplete without iiieii- 
lioii of the gieal iceboat flt«et and 
course of Lake St. Clair, a feature 
to which tho fancy of the readers 
will certainly turn with longing the 
coming summer, who remain at tlieir 
sweltering home towns and places 
and fail to seek the rofivshini: 
breezes of Detioirs famed water- 
way.

The best of working con- 
ditions are maintained as far as 
possible, and needless to say, the 
Reo family is a contented and 
loyal set. Heie are indeed seen the 
the application of Christian prin- 
ciples in a large factory and the le- 
sultiug satisfactory conditions. 

The visit through Ihe facloij, 
consuming one and a half hours, is 
interesting in the extreme, and 
shows the numerous luechauieal 
operations needed lo make an auto 
mobile complete. The capital in- 
vested for buildings, machines, 
material and labor, must be im 
mouse. Every care is used to pro 
duce perfect cars, as is evidenced by 
the fact that production is only one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty 
cars a day. 

The deaf of LansiiiK have been 
doinjj their share for the N. A. D. 
Convention fund, and when they 
close their labors next month, they 
will have a total of nearly $200 to 
present lo the Local Committee lo 
uphold its efforts for Hie entertain- 
ment of the convention. The Lans- 
ing deaf deseive credit fordoing so 
well, consideiing their small nuni- 
lier. Mr. and Mrs. Pienton and 
Mr. and Mrs. Colletle have l>een 
the moving spirits in tiiis work. 

Mis Colletle will shortly leave for 
Fenton, lo a8^ist her aged parents 
wilh berry and iiardtdi work for a 
while.

Kate Francis Fitzgerald, wife of 
William Fitzgerald, died at her 
home in Hartsdale, N. Y,, after a 
brief illness, on Sunday, June i3lh, 
aged forty-three. The funeral was 
held at St. Ann's Church, Wednes- 
day afternoon, Rev. Dr. Chamber- 
lain officiating assisted by Rev. Mr. 
Kent. A choir, composed of her 
former classmates at Fanwood, Miss 
Alice Judge, Mrs. Lydla Rappolt 
and Mrs. John H. Kent, rendered 
the hymn " Abide with Me." The 
interment was in the Klsworth 
family plot in Greenwood Ceme- 
tery. 

Kate Frances Klsworth was one 
of six children born to Giraud and 
Annie BIsworth. She was deaf 
from infancy and for a time attend- 
ed the Lexington Avenue School for 
the Deaf, later finishing her educa- 
tion at Fanwood. At school, she 
was a quiet, diligent student, mnch 
loved by her schoolmates for the 
sweetness of her disposition. She 
graduated from the Academic Class, 
on June 13th, 1900, winning the 
Stoner Testimonial Medal, annually 
conferred on the congenitally deaf 
pupil, who at the time of graduation 
had the highest excellence in 
character and study. In April, 
1902, she was married to William 
Fitzgerald, one of New York's pro- 
minent deaf men. and for a time the 
young couple made their home on 
Washington Heights, later remov- 
ing to Hartsdale, N. Y. Two chil- 
dren were born, the eldest, William 
Klsworth Fitzgerald, is now sixteen, 
and the youngest, James Fitzgerald, 
ten. Before her removal to Harts- 
dale, the Fitzgeralds were pro- 
minent in deaf society and in the 
work of St. Ann's Church. For the 
past several years they lived a ra- 
ther secluded life, busy with more 
intimate affairs of their family but 
retaining an interest in the Church, 
though distance and other causes 
rendered a more active participation 
difficult. The same sweetness of 
disposition that endeared her to her 
schoolmates won her hosts of friends 
after her graduation and marriage to 
Mr. Fitzgerald. She was a devoted 
wife and mother, a loyal friend, one 
of those humble characters that in- 
fluence the world for good, not 
through any showiness of attain- 
ments, but rather through the quiet 
innate goodness and purity of mind 
and heart. When in the last few 
days of her illness, she was aware 
that she could not ho])e to live, she 
expressed the wish that she die on 
Sunday, the day her mother died. 
This wish was granted. She died 
on Sunday, June 13th, the day of 
her grabnation from Fanwood 
twenty years ago, on the week her 
mother died, and at the same age, 
forty-three. 

She leaves behind her many sor- 
rowing friends, who will miss the 
cheeriuess and sweetness of her 
presence. Besides her husband and 
two sons, she is survived by her fa- 
ther, Giraud Klsworth, and four 
sisters and one brother. The bro- 
ther and two sisters are deaf. 

Lord, support us all the day long 
of this troublous life, until the 
shadows lengthen and the evening 
comes, and the busy world is hush- 
ed, and the fever of life is over, and 
our work is done. Then of thy 
great mercy grant us a safe lodging, 
and a holy rest, and peace at the 
last ; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen.
